In the beginning Church service was held in the homes and our district was fortunate in having 
settlers qualified to conduct these services. The original school buildings and the teachers enabled 
wider facilities and later we had churches in Cloan, Phippen and Swarthmore, as well as in surround¬ 
ing towns and villages. The Society of Friends, commonly known as Quakers, established the first 
church at Swarthmore in October 1906, which was widely attended and highly regarded and Phippen 
held the dedication of their first Church in December 1912. Expansion followed the district settlement 
and development and today everyone in the area has access to the Church of their choice.

First Government House 



High on a hill overlooking the valleys of the Saskatchewan and Battle rivers, stands this first 
Government House of the North West Territories, built in 1877. Lt. Governor David Laird and his 
Territorial Council held sittings here from 1878 to 1881. In 1882 with the coming of the C.P.R. to 
the southern plains, Regina was selected as the new capital and the government moved south. The 
following year, in 1883, Goverment House became an Indian industrial school and when it was 
closed some 30 years later, the old building remained vacant until taken over in the early ’20’s as 
a college by the Seventh Day Adventists. In 1932, the Oblate Fathers purchased it and completely reno¬ 
vated it. Thanks to their efforts, the old building has not been allowed to crumble and decay, as is so 
often the fate of pioneer buildings. It is being preserved for future generations, a living monument to 
the vision and dreams of those who pioneered the laws of the western country.

I welcome the opportunity to extend greetings on be¬ 
half of this Experimental Station as a contribution to 
your Jubilee Manual. It is interesting to note that five 
years after Saskatchewan became a Province, both your 
municipality was incorporated and the Experimental Station 
at Scott became established in 1910. 

The primary function of this Experimental Station is 
agricultural research. Available space will only permit 
mentioning some of our more recent results which are gaining 
wide approval. Early spring tillage of fallow with seeding 
ten days later has been found to increase grain yields, 
particularly oats, in our drier seasons which occur too 
frequently. Commercial fertilizers and how to effectively 
use them have been tested. Methods of obtaining stands of 
forage crops have been worked out. Herbicides for the control 
of many weeds have been studied. Chemical control for such 
common and destructive Insects as wireworms and onion maggot 
have been evolved. Methods of utilizing solar heat for 
hastening maturity of tender vegetables is another of our 
fascinating projects. Varieties Introduced by this station 
such as Lake wheat, Gilson carnation and Rescue apple have 
met with popular acceptance. 

While the press and radio give the results of our work 
from time to time, the most effective publicity is from 
seeing the results and talking to the specialists in charge. 
You are invited to consult us or, better still, organize a 
field day to see the work in progress.

A Tribute to Prairie Women 

Kathleen Strange, 4 Dean Close, Dean Court Road, Rottingdean, Sussex, England 

No story of Western Canada would be complete without at least brief mention of the part women 
have played in the development of the prairies, and the service they have contributed, not only to 
their menfolk but to the country as a whole. 

From the very beginning women shared the disappointments and the setbacks as well as the re¬ 
wards that attended life on these western prairies in the early days. They cheerfully endured tho 
hardships of homesteading, the loneliness and the gruelling hard work. Many of them lived in sod 
houses or rough log shacks, far from civilization and with none of the amenities of life such as western 
farm women, for the most part, know today. Even the most gently-natured ones — and there were 
many of this kind — had to learn to do everything for themselves, pump water, trim lamps, bake 
bread, milk cows, cook for hungry men, raise children without help and sometimes even do their stint 
in the fields. 

For many years these pioneer women worked so hard around their own farms they had but little 
time or inclination to take part in outside activities. As things became more settled, however, the 
women began to engage in outside activities, in an effort to improve the conditions of rural life. 

Today the West can boast of many pretentious, well-equipped farm houses, surrounded by beauti¬ 
ful well-kept grounds, with telephone service, electrification and other modern improvements, largely 
as a result of the work, both behind the scenes and in active organized groups of rural women. They 
have been responsible for better schools, municipal hospitals and rural health services, travelling li¬ 
braries and other important improvements that have benefited farming people everywhere. 

Of recent years western farm women have branched out still further and have made themselves 
prominent not only in community but in Provincial and even National affairs. It was a group of five 
western women, for instance, who carried an appeal to the Privy Council to have women declared 
“persons” and so eligible for appointment to the Senate. Western farm women, too, have been elected 
members of the Legislature of all three prairie provinces at various times, all undoubtedly to the 
betterment of this country as a whole.

The Reeve’s Message 

The Municipality endeavours to remember in this Jubilee year the pioneer men and women who 
came and homesteaded or otherwise settled the land that now comprises the R.M. of Buffalo. A few 
came in 1904 and 1905 but the real trek came over the prairies in 1906 and 1907 and later—true pioneers 
in every sense of the word, from several countries and speaking in different tongues but all with at 
least one thought in common — to make homes on the untried prairies of Saskatchewan. The pioneers 
of that time had to have faith, courage, determination and a keen sense of humor. These were plain 
essentials and the years that followed required all of them. And yet, without such vision, could they 
have continued? Solomon said “Without vision the people perish.” Set-back after set-back followed, such 
as hail, drought, rust, frost and prairie fires, yet their vision and faith did not weaken. 

A few of the pioneers are still with us. Some have moved to other parts and others have gone to 
their reward. When we consider that fifty years ago this west of ours was prairie grass and buffalo 
bones (no doubt from them the Municipality got its name) with hardly a tree from Eagle Hills to the 
South Saskatchewan river and that the mode of travel was mostly by ox-team and wagon with Battle- 
ford the nearest town, one can realize the isolation and hardships. Today we have churches, highways, 
hospitals, schools, power, railways, telephones and progressive towns. The tractor has taken the place of 
the ox and the horse and there is a car on almost every farm. The sod and log houses have been re¬ 
placed with modern dwellings. These are some of the blessings this generation enjoys because of the 
pioneers. 

Over the years humble faith in themselves and meeting their problems gallantly with 
self-confidence, truly was responsible for the position we enjoy today. Previous Councils are entitled 
to recognition for the contribution and foresight exercised. 

As Reeve of the Rural Municipality of Buffalo, it gives me pleasure, on behalf of the Council Mem¬ 
bers and Secretary-treasurer, in this year of Jubilee of our grand Province of Saskatchewan, to extend 
to all the pioneer men and women of the R.M. of Buffalo, our gratitude for the part they played, also 
to those pioneers who were instrumental in forming our Municipality in 1910. This Manual, while 
being informative, is a Book of Remembrance to the Pioneers and helps bring some vivid recollec¬ 
tions of homestead and pioneer days and will we believe, be useful for historical and current reference. 

In closing we say of those early settlers who came and settled and persevered and won: 

“YOU BUILT FAR BETTER THAN YOU KNEW.”

Your Ag. Rep. Reports 

In the spring of 1945 an act was passed by the Saskatchewan legislature making provision for 
bringing Agricultural Extension services closer to the farmer. Thirty-six Conservation and Improve¬ 
ment Districts were set up with provision for an Agricultural Representative in each. On April 9, 1946 
I was appointed the first Ag. Rep. to District 30, which constitutes eleven Rural Municipalities, of 
which Buffalo No. 409 is a part, with Wilkie chosen as office headquarters. You are herewith invited 
to take advantage of this service. 

Agriculture is the art of tilling the soil.” The conservation of our Agricultural resources, which 
is basically the soil, has been and will continue to be our primary concern. Our fiftieth anniversary 
signifies marked progress in living standards and farming methods. But it also signifies a marked 
decrease in soil fertility and a constant need for inccreased skills in methods of production. 

We are the chosen custodians of the soil and for this privilege we are expected to leave it in as 
good, or better, condition than when it was handed to us. In this Jubilee year we find ourselves pio¬ 
neers in the rebuilding and conservation of the soil. May our efforts be just as worthy of commemoration 
fifty years from now as those of the pioneers we honour today.

After a review of the accomplishments of our past I am convinced that the future offers our 
people the prospect of full useful lives and a large measure of happiness.

The region was established in August, 1947. Since that time full-time public health workers have 
attempted to improve the health conditions and to prevent the spread of disease among some 64,000 
people in this northwest section of Saskatchewan. 

An extensive immunization program has eliminated the fear of smallpox, whooping cough, diph¬ 
theria, etc. on an epidemic basis. Constant inspections by the Sanitary officers have improved the public 
eating and drinking establishments. Public interest can assist. 

When the Region was formed our biggest concern was immunization against disease, today this 
is little more than routine work for our nurses. Instead we are becoming more and more concerned 
with problems of our modern age, safety and the degenerate diseases of an aging population. But 
whatever the difficulty, residents within the North Battleford Health Region can rest assured that a 
conscientious staff is very near the public health welfare. 

ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS LEAGUE 

On March 23rd, 1911 the League was incorporated by an act of the legislature. The Fort Qu’- 
Appelle Sanatorium was opened with 60 beds on October 10th, 1917 and enlarged to 260 beds in 
January 1919. The Saskatoon Sanatorium was opened in April, 1925 and the Prince Albert Sanatorium 
in January, 1930. Today we have 867 T.B. Beds.
